BERLIN, May 23.— After twenty-two 
months of terrible work, after the sacri- 
fices of millions of men, dead, wounded, 
and disabled for life, after foreing aneavy 
debt in blood and treasure that places a 
mortgage upon the brow and shoulders 
of the present and future generations, it 
is beginning to daun upon England that 
the German people are not to be crushed, 
that the German nation cannot be de- 
stroyed. 
Having learned that at so terrible a 
cost to Europe and the world, Sir Bdw 
Grey now declares that British states 
men never did want to crush and destroy 
Germany, notwithstanding the utterances 
of his conf:eres in the British cabinet and 
the English press to the contrary and in 
the face of the inducement held out to the 
French people by President Poincare in 
his speech of a few days ago that if they 
only will endure to the end England and

ARMY COMPLAINED OF. 


Brownsville, Tex., May 23.—Two Mex- 
feans, Col. Louis Morin, charged with 
planning an uprising in southern Texas,

OOD COMMISSIONER MATHEWS 
of Illinois te launching a campaign 
againet checks, spots, rots, and all 
their kin and kind.

to rotten eggs and eggs journeying toward 
decay, , 

The breakfast egg is nearer to being ‘n 
universal use than any other food we have. 
Delicate shades of flavor, indicative of 
age or lack of It, of care or of neglect, are 
detectable in the morning egg, whereas 
the flavor of impure milk is unnoticed by 
moat people and liked my some. 

Nn are a necessary ingredient of most 
of the dreads, pastries, and desserts. 
They conetitute a large part of the diet 
of invalids. In an egg are all the growth 
hormones required by growing children. 

On account of their richness in sulphur 
many of the processes of decay to which 
es are subject reveal themselves bs 
easily appreciated odorsand flavors. T it 
were not for that, spoiled and somewhat 
spoiled eggs would do much harm, for we 
are more careless in our marketing and 
merchandising of eggs than we are with 
any other rich protein food. Think of the 
care exercised with meat and milk and 
then of the lack of care with eggs. The 
theory is that eggs can stand any abuse 
because they have a germproof shell. 
But the shell is neither perfectly germ- 
proof nor perfectly waterproof. 

However, in the main, the question of 


Spoiled eggs fix the price of good eggs. 
The e dealer is not in the business for 
hie health. He sets the price which he 
will pay the farmer at a figure which 
will bring him out even after he has 
thrown out the checks, spots, and rots. 
The farmer who thinks he is putting some- 
thing over on the dealer has another 
thought coming.

Among the eggs which pass the dealer’s 
candier are some which are on the way 
toward spoiling. The cost of the lose of 


those is assessed against the consumer. 


All in all the egg business is not on a 
busimess basis. 
Commissioner Mathews is trying to do 


‘| three things: Protect the consumer against 


bad eggs, improve the sanitary methods 
of handling eggs, and put the businesson 
a buainess basis. The State Federation 
of Women's Clubs is working with him. 
It is embarrassing to have an off flavor 


embarrassing to drop a spoiled egg in the 
custard mixture. It is wasteful to break 
four eggs to get two. The women know 
these things and they are helping. 

The federal government wants to help 
the egg industry. It knows that eggs de- 
serve even more popularity as food than 
they have. It also knows that the busi- 
nese needs to be put on a business basis.

The modern star of wisdom, an incan- 
descent light, burned nightly for many 
weeks in the home of James Dickson, at 
1131 Foster avenue, and under it a gray 
haired man hunted for the knowledge 
which would bring hur belated ad'vance- 
ment, more money, and power. ; 

James Dickson had seen wealth and in- 
dustry throw up a brick city around the 
secluded place he had selected to build 
his home thirty-five years ago. It was the 
only house on Foster street between the 
lake and Robey street when he built It. 
Now it stands reticently back from the 
sidewalk, completely out of tune and time 
with the rest of the neighborhood. 
Scarcély any of the neighbors who 
moved in made his acquaintance. A few 
workers saw him in the morning going 
downtown for his run asa railway 
mail clerk, but he was not talkative 


Then New Hope Is Born. 

Mr. Dickson finally took a tumble and 
began to try to bring himself up to date. 
He made friendly conversational ad- 
vances and told persons with whom he 
had scarcely exchanged a nod for years 
that he was a new man and that he was 
going to get somewhere in the world. 

“I'm studying for an examination,” 
he said, when asked why he pored over 
books. half the night. It's all there in 
the books. As soon as Lean make it stick 
in my head 1 will be all right. It's funny, 
though—it doesn’t seem to stick. There 
will be a line in the bock as plain as black 
on white. Then I will look away and it 
will be gone, and no memory of it sticks 
in my mind. That is slowing me up con- 
siderably.” 


But His Reading Doesn’t Stick. 

Dickson finaly went down for his 
examinations, which were to advance 
him at 68 from a railway mail clerk to a 
better position. But the things he had 
studied didn’t stick. as he feared, and 
his papers came back with the mark of 
failure. And that was the end of James 
Dickson’s Indian summer. 

Yesterday afternoon he took out the 
old revolver he bought when he built his 
home in the unsettled neighborhood and 
fired a shot through his brain. He died 
instantly.

THEORY TO SHOW: 


ORPET SLAYER 


Declares Traces of Cyanide 
Powder Found Preclude 
Possibility of Sulcide, 


DEFENSE BELITTLES VERSION, 


BY WALTER NOBLE BURNS. 
An announcement considered unfavor- 
able to the defense of Will Orpet was 
made yesterday by Coroner J. L. Taylor 
of Lake county when he gave out e 
statement regarding the crystals of 
cyanide of potassium found on Marion 
Lambert's hand after her death. 

Ever since the body was found in 
Helm's woods it had been the common 
impression, held even by those Clossly 
connected with the case, that the poison | 
crystals were discovered under the finger 
nails as well as in the palm of the hand 
and on the cheek. ; 


Hope to Show Suicide. 
The importance of this point regarding 
the position and character of the crystals 
is recognized by the defense, which hopes 
to establish suicide just as surely as the 
prosécuton hopes to prove murder. 

Little can be proved either way by tre 
crystals in the hollow of the hand or on 
the cheek, for they were large enough to 
have been left by the evaporation of the 
poison in liquid form, epilled either reg 
the girl swallowed it or as it was forced 
into her mouth. 

Had there been crystals beneath the 
naile—and it is eaid the defense has 
banked upon this fact—it might have 
used as a strong suicide argument that 
Marion had the poison in powder form 
and got a quantity under her nails as 
she scooped it from the package. 


Not on Her Hands. 

There were no crystals of cyanide of, 
potassium found under Marion Lam- 
bert’s fingernails,”’ said Coroner Taylor. 
“That crystals were found beneath her 
fingernails has been iterated and re- 


to be generally accepted by the public 
as a fact. If crystals had been found 
there, they would have tended to prove 
the theory of suicide. It might have been 


her handkerchief or from the pocket of 
her jacket, the crystals had caught be- 
neath her nails. 1 

Let me clear away all fallacies re- 
garding the poisom In the palm of her 
ungloved right hand there was a white 
encrustation of cyanide of potassium. I 
straped this off and found it to measure 
three grains. The grains were coated to- 
gether in a spot in the center of the palm. 


Position of Body. | 

“The girl lay on her left side. Her 
right hand was stretched out in front of 
her on the snow. Her left was doubled 
under her and in the bend of her arm 
she still held her school books. There 
was froth about her lips mixed with some 
poison crystals. This froth had flowed 
down across her left cheek. 

Its course was marked by a broad 
reddish line which, I think, was not 
burned by the poison, but was a chapped 


There were no poison crystals along this 
mark. But at the end of it, where it met 
the hair above her ear, I found one-half 
grain of white crystals.” 

„Do you believe Marion Lambert kilted 
herself or that Orpet murdered her?” 


the coroner was asked. 


Convinced of Murder. 

I have nove~ had but one opinion from 
my first investigation of this case,“ he 
answered. 1 believe Orpet murdered 
her. 

„My theory is based almost wholly on 
the hierogiytnic poison crystals I found 
on the dead girl's hand and cheek. The 
crystals were given over to Dr. H. R. 
LeCount of Ccroner Hoffman's office in 
Chicago. After a thorough examination, 
Dr. LeCount gave it as his opinion that 
the crystals originally had been held in a 
solution of water and had been precip- 
itated upon the girl’s hand and hair by the 
evaporation of the water. 

„ Thie is my owh belief. If the cyanide 
had been in the form of powder originally, 
it would nev r have stuck to the palm of 
her hand and to her lips and hair as it did. 
Her body was not discovered for twenty- 
four hours after death. If the poison had 
been in powder or crystal form it would 
have blown away. But there it was next 
day adhering tightly to her skin as if 
pasted on. . 


In Liquid Form. 

* The incrustation of poison was too fine 
grained to have been anything but a pre- 
cipitate left by the l.quid with which it 
‘had been in solution. It was as fine as 
powder. If it had been brought to the 
ecené in crystal form it would have been 
in littl lumps, most likely, or at least in 
grains resembling granulated sugar or 
ears Sand. 

“I believe that Orpet persuaded Marion 
‘Lambert to take the poison on the pre- 
tense that it was medicine. As soon as 
it reached her pe abe realised what it 
was and clutched w'idly at her mouth 
with her hand. She wiped off a lot of 
the poison with her palm. Then she died. 
and the froth from her lips ran across her 
cbeek to ber hair.” 

* I am as positive as that the sun shines 
that my daughter did not commit sui- 
cide,” said Frank Lambert. “I believe

“Will you prove by McGuire that a 
poison container was found beside 
Marion Lambert's body in the woods? ”
